Upside-Down Cake 


There's no question about it. right now is strawberry 


time. The word has come from the Wisconsin Department 
of Agriculture that fresh home-growns are reaching the 
state markets from southern Wisconsin. The 1968 crop is 
underway and will move northward throughout the rest of 
June and the first two weeks in July. 


Michigan berries, picked at sunrise from nearby Michi- 


gan fields, have been coming to market by the boatload 
from Benton Harbor. Mich. Plump, juicy and rosy, these 
strawberries are at their peak in several varieties. There 
are the big, showy Robinsons with their bright red color and 
white center . . . these are wonderful with breakfast cereals, 
in salads and sauces. 


Earlidawns and Midways are best for freezing, says the 


home economist from the Benton Harbor Fruit Market, be- 
cause these particular berries retain their brilliant color and 
keep a firm texture when frozen. 


Information from Hill Farms, just outside Madison, 


where home economists in the Wisconsin Department of 
Agriculture hold forth, reveals that the most popular straw- 
berries grown in the state are the Robinson and Sparkle 
varieties with the Catskill and Jersey Bell running a close 
second. 


John Polich, marketing specialist with the Wisconsin 


Department, reports that, the bulk of the Wisconsin crop 
often finds its way to the consumer's table on a "pick-your- 
own" basis. The two big exceptions are the commercial 
crops of Door and Bayfield Counties.

One estimate on the cost 
was $5 million. The present 
plant has cost some $4 million 
to date.

The proposal to establish a "West Point 


for Doctors" to train physicians for the 
armed services makes sense in view of the 
rapidly growing concern in the country 
over a general shortage of doctors. 


Rep. Hebert, D., La., a high-ranking 


member of the House Armed Services 
Committee, said that such a proposed 
academy could utilize existing 
federal 


resources in metropolitan Washington to 
give four years of training to qualified 
candidates who would agree to enter the 
armed services in return for their medical 
education. They would accept an obligated 
period of service commensurate with the 
government's investment in their educa- 
tion, say seven years. 


There are some 280,000 physicians in 


the nation today, but existing medical 
schools are being hard put to maintain this 
figure since they are capable of producing 
only some 8,000 doctors per year.

To those of us who travel 


extensively, this new invention 
comes like a cup of cold water 
to a wanderer in the desert. 
For most of us suffer from 
what may be called the motel 
syndrome, thin walls and loud 
television sets. 


Most of the new motels, 


whatever their other advan- 
tages, are built with paper-thin 
walls; and a man returning to 
his room at 10 p.m., exhausted 
from the day's doings, falls 
onto his bed only to hear the 
television sets on either side of 
him blasting away with their 
organized inanities. 


In other countries, he might 


be tempted to complain, either 
to the management or to the 
offenders themselves. But in 
America, (or some strange 
reason, the complainer is con- 
sidered the offender.

Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


Appleton memories should 


be put in a book. I think it 
would really sell. I read Dr. 
Lee VanDerlindens memories 
in The Post-Crescent. I knew 
Edna Ferber, though she was 
ten years older then I. And 
she worked for The Crescent 
and Milwaukee Journal.
